Skylab Repair 
Mission Planned 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) - The 
scenario is being written today for a 
Buck Rogers-style space adventure in 
which three astronauts will fly a repair 
mission to the disabled Skylab space 
station. 


It will require one of the astronauts 
to take a space walk to install a shield 
between the overheated spacecraft 
and the blazing rays of the sun. 


Television pictures may provide 
much of the world with a ringside seat 
to the unfolding dram a. 
The flight may start Sunday. Or it 
may be delayed until Friday, May 25. 
If it works, Skylab I astronauts 
Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz could save 
their 28-day orbital trip and the 56-day 
voyages planned later in the year for 
the Skylab 2 and 3 crews. 
Plans for the flight are being drawn 
up by specialists at space agency 
centers at Cape Kennedy, Houston, 
Tex., and Huntsville, Ala., and at the 
contractor plants of M artin-M arietta 
in Denver and 
McDonnell-Douglas 
Corp. in Huntington, Beach, Calif. 
“ I’ve asked all concerned to come up 
with detailed recom m endations and a 
detailed tim etable by Thursday after­ 
noon,” Skylab project director William 
C. Schneider told 
newsmen 
Wed­ 
nesday. 
He said the only barrier to the flight 
is the 100-degree-plus tem perature in 
the interior of the 85-ton laboratory, 
which was launched unm anned from 
Cape Kennedy Monday into a 272-mile- 
high orbit. 
And tem perature seem ed to have 
decreased and stabilized at between 
IOO and 110 degrees. 
A launch mishap stripped an in­ 
sulation shield and protective therm al 
paint from the side of the workshop, 
allowing the sun’s heat to penetrate the 
vehicle.

Mostly sunny and cool today, high 
near 60. Clear and cold tonight, low- 
near 35, with scattered frost warnings. 
Mostly sunny and cool tomorrow, high 
near 65, with a 20 per cent chance of 
rain.

The area of the spacecraft facing the 
sun is about 20 by 20 feet. Schneider 
said that if this area could be covered, 
it would shade the Skylab and lower 
the tem perature to the norm al 60-to-70 
degree range. 
These three methods of installing a 
sun shield are being considered: 
—In the most favored approach, aft 
astronaut would enter the spaceship, 
open a hatch in the workshop area and 
roll out a window-shade device. This 
would require piecing together lengths 
of pipe and gradually extending the 
shade to the rear of the Skylab. 
—'Hie Apollo ferry ship would fly 
close 
to 
the 
laboratory 
and 
an 
astronaut would lean out a hatch. 
Using a long pole, he would attach the 
ends of a bag to opposite ends of the 
section to be covered. Then he would 
pull a cable to release the covering. 
This would require some intricate 
m aneuvering of the Apollo ship by 
Skylab I com m ander Conrad. But 
Schneider said he should be able to 
keep at least 12 feet away from the 
station. 
—1The least likely approach would be 
to have one of the astronauts open the 
workshop hatch and int late an um ­ 
brella-like device. 
Each of the proposed methods would 
use a plastic sheet that would reflect 
the sun’s rays. 
Kerwin is the most likely astronaut 
to do the work because lie’s been 
trained to take a space walk on a 
normal mission to retrieve film from 
solar telescopes. 
“ If we get the solar shield deployed, 
we feel we’ll be able to get the full 28 
days with the first mission and have a 
chance at all 56 days on the last two,” 
Schneider said. 
Asked about the possibility of a 
launch on Sunday. Schneider replied: 
“ It depends on how much work we 
will have to do when we reach a 
decision on which approach to bike. 
And then we’ll have to decide if we can 
train the crew. And can we build and 
test the articles and can we get them to 
the Kennedy Space (’enter on time for 
a Sunday launch7” 
He said a decision might not be m ade 
until Saturday. If the Saturn IB rocket 
can’t be launched Sunday, the next fa­ 
vorable liftoff tim e is May 25. 


PARIS (AP) — Henry A. Kissinger 
and Le Due Tho met today for the first 
time in three months in an attem pt to 
close the holes in the Vietnam cease­ 
fire agreem ent. 


President Nixon s national security 
adviser and the m em ber of the North 
Vietnamese Politburo were expected 
to continue their latest round of talks 
for three or four days. 
Kissinger 
reportedly wants to be back in the 
United States before his 50th birthday 
May 27. 


The two men who negotiated the 
peace agreem ent in Paris met last 
when Kissinger visited Hanoi Feb. Ki­ 
ll. 
Follow ing 
a 
crescendo 
of 
allegations by each side that the other 
was flouting the agreem ent, the United 
States and North Vietnam agreed to 
have Kissinger and Tho m eet again in 
an attem pt to make the cease-fire 
work. 


IX*puty Asst. Secretary of State 
William Sullivan and Deputy Foreign 
Minister Nguyen Co Thach laid the 
groundwork with a meeting in Paris 
late last month to establish a list of 
each side’s grievances against the 
other. Informants said they settled 
none of the issues but helped to clarify 
each governm ent’s understanding of 
the other’s position at that time. 
Some diplomats believe that Hanoi 
may feel its bargaining position has

Several Factors Enter 
Latest Gold-Buying Rush 


1A)NIX)N (AP) — Tin* price of gold 
hit record highs in Europe this week 
above $100 an ounce, and the U.S. 
dollar was in trouble again. Here is an 
explanation of some of the factors in 
the situation: 
Question: What is so good about 
gold? 
Answer: Gold has two roles. One is 
historic, as a backer of money, since 
the days when coins were worth their 
weight in gold. Nowadays in many 
liarts of the world paper money is still 
worth no more than the amount of gold 
it can buy. When people worry that the 
buying 
[lower 
of 
their 
money 
is 
shrinking, they often prefer to hold 
gold instead. If enough of them change 
their money for gold at the sam e time, 
they drive up the price of the metal. 
Q. What is the other role of gold? 
A. Like coffee, tin or any other 
commodity, gold can be traded on open 
m arkets in Europe. When orders to 
buy outweigh orders to sell, the price 
goes up In recent months the demand 
from d en tists, jew elers, in d u stry , 
hoarders and financial speculators has 
lx*en greater than the supplies of newly 
mined gold reaching the m arket. So 
the price has gone up. 
Q. Why the big rise in the price of 
gold now ? 
A. Gold has U*en climbing for the 
[wist two years. As confidence in the 
twice-devalued U.S. dollar declined, 
more and m ore individuals and com ­ 
panies decided to pay out dollars to 
buy gold, 'lins weakened the dollar and 
doubled the gold price over the past 
year. 
By last Friday, gold had reached a 
record high of about $97 an ounce in 
Europe. The W atergate scandal was 
undermining confidence in the dollar 
further. Traders were virtually certain 
the gold price would break through the 
psychologically im portant hurdle of 
$100 an ounce this week and then climb 
even higher.

weekend to buy millions of dollars 
worth of gold on Monday. The price 
broke $100 that day and went as high as 
$124 an ounce briefly in Paris liefore 
beginning to settle down by the middle 
of the week 
The longterm outlook 
remained unclear. 
Q. Who Ixnjght gold? 
A. Wealthy interests 
i i i the Middle 
East who are [wild in dollars and felt 
safer holding gold, in tern a tio n al 
co rp o ratio n s 
w ith 
sp are 
cash, 
speculators and such hoarders as 
French peasants who traditionally buy 
gold i i i times of political or economic 
uncertainty. The big buyers keep their 
identities secret. Dealers were divided 
Thursday over the 
im portance of 
Middle East buyers. 
Q. ( ’an anybody buy gold7 
A No. Americans have been barred 
from buying gold legally since 1934 A 
m easure now before Congress may 
change this. But for the* moment. 
Americans can take advantage of 
rising gold prices by buying stock in 
profitable gold mines. Most European 


and Asian governments allow their 
citizens to buy and hold gold. 
Q. Who sells gold? 
A. South Africa mines 78 per cent of 
the noncom m unist world’s supply of 
new gold The Soviet Union is another 
key source of new gold. Australia, 
Canada and some other countries are 
less important suppliers. 
These co u n tries, to g eth er with 
hoarders and speculators, often keep 
their supplies off the market when 
prices are rising. This can drive prices 
up further for more p. ofitable sales 
later Russia and South Africa appear 
to be holding back now . 
Q. Will the gold price always go up? 
A. Not necessarily. Governments 
are 
working 
to 
reform 
the 
in 
ternationa! monetary system . Should 
they find a new reserve c ut for moue} 
to replace gold, the price of the metal 
will probably drop. Any time tin* South 
Africans or the Russians decide to 
unload supplies on the m arket, the 
price should drop sharply 
Q. How does a gold bin mg, rush 
affect the dollar7 
A. lf holders of dollars use them to 
buy up large quantities of gold, the 
market is flooded with dollars and the 
value declines Ami since 1968 there 
have been two gold m arkets, official 
and Inn*. On the official m arket, used 
for tra n sa c tio n s betw een g o v ern ­ 
m ents, tile price of gold is now $42.22 
an ounce. Industries, speculators and 


others trade on the free m arkets w here 
tin' price is now over $100 an ounce. 
I la* higher the free m arket price rises, 
the greater the pressure to raise the 
official price. When the official gold 
price goes up, the U.S. dollar is 
devalued. 
Q What happens if the dollar is 
devalued? 
A. Americans must pay more for 
mqxirted goods and vacations abroad. 
It costs more to run U.S. businesses 
overseas. But U S. exports become 
cheaper and more competitive. 
Q. Is another devaluation likely? 
A 
Not yet. Since the last U.S. 
devaluation in February, a number of 
lei finical steps have been taken to 
stead) v rid money m arkets, among 
them foreign exchange controls and 
floating exchange rates. A continued 
gold rush, however, could eventually 
im rave I these arrangem ents and force 
another dollar devaluation. Most ex­ 
e r t s now rate the possibility as 
unlike!) 
Q What are the immediate effects of 
the gold price rise? 
A. Jewelry prices are going up, but 
not as fast as gold. The increase in a 
l»air of earrings, for example, will 
(kqiend on how much gold is in them 
and when they were bought. Gold 
dentures may also cost more, but they 
would have gone up anyway from 
other factors, such as 
lnlxiratnry 
technicians’ salaries.

Senate Panel Opens Watergate Hearings 


WASHINGTON (AD) - A fact- 
finding tribunal of seven senators 
today opened historic hearings into the 
W aterg ate scan d als of P resid en t 
Nixon’s re-election cam paign. 


Convening in the Senate Caucus 
Room before a live television audience 
of millions, they pledged to follow the 
facts wherever they may lead. 


“This is not in any way a partisan 
undertaking, 
but, 
rather 
it 
is 
a 
bipartisan search for the unvarnished 
truth,” said Sen. Howard Baker, R- 
Tenn., vice chairm an and ranking Re­ 
publican on the panel whose formal 
name states its mission: The Senate 
Select C om m ittee on P resid en tial 
Campaign Activities. 
The com m ittee. Baker said, cannot 
pass judgment or send anyone to jail 
but it can “develop the facts in full 
view' of the American people ... the 
final judge of W atergate.” 
B aker p o rtray ed the m en and 
policies that led to the complex web of 
events now known 
collectively as 
W atergate as political am ateurs and 
said he has found no evidence either 
the Republican or Dem ocratic national 
co m m ittees played any role “ in 
whatever may have gone wrong in 
1972.” 


“ We will inquire into every fact and 
follow every lead unrestrained by any 
fear of where that lead may ultim ately 
take us,” Baker said. 


He said the very fact that the 
American government is now engaged 
“in the public process of cleaning our 
house before the eyes of the w orld” 
m arks the resilience arid enduring n a­ 
ture of American institutions. 


Even as testimony began in the room 
where other senators a half-century 
ago sought the facts of the Teapot 
Dome scandal, the W atergate story 
was spreading still. 
The Washington Post, which has won 
a 
P u litzer 
prize 
for 
W aterg ate 
coverage, today reported the break-in 
and bugging of Democratic party 
headquarters in the W atergate was but 
one incident in a huge White House 
undercover operation beginning in 1969 
and involving st ill-unreported cases of 
political burglary, wiretapping, spying 
and sabotage. 
The Post said the mental-health 
records of Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton, 
D-.Mo., were in the possession of White 
House adviser John I). Ehrlichm an for 
several weeks before the story leaked 
to the press that the Democratic vice­ 
presidential candidate had undergone 


electric-shock treatm ent tor nervous 
exhaustion. Eagleton then quit the 
ticket. 


Personnel of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, ttie Secret Service, the 
Justice Departm ent and the White 
House were used in a wide variety of 
clandestine operations, the Post said, 
quoting “highly placed sources in the 
executive branch.” 


The first phase of the hearings will 
bo limited to ttie W atergate bugging 
itself, although developing testimony 
may bike senators into two other 
m ajor areas of concern: 
political 
sabotage and illegal cam paign con­ 
tributions.

lier, anil the federal budget deficit 
showed a sharp reduction in the first 
quarter.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (A P) —- 
Many experienced diplomats at the 
United Nations predict the U.S. 
Congress will trim presidential power 
as a result of the Watergate scandal. 
They 
believe 
this 
w ill 
reduce 
American influence in the world. 
“ Watergate is, of course, a pretext 
for a major campaign to curb the 
powers of the President,” one West 
European said. “ The people who voted 
for President Nixon knew at the time 
he was no angel, so they are not really 
surprised at the affair, which is just a 
drop rn the bucket compared to the im­ 
portance of the Middle East question.” 
He predicted a net result of the 
scandal would be further U.S. with­ 
drawal from world affairs and 
eventual loss of both markets and 
influence abroad to Japan, China and 
European countries. 
An Arab ambassador said the 
Watergate 
affair 
was 
severely 
damaging U.S. prestige and influence 
in the world. “ It is a diversion from 
real problems such as the ailing 
economy and balance of payments 
deficits,” he said. 
But a Communist diplomat said 
while the* power of the U.S. presidency 
will be reduced, this would not affect 
Nixon’s major dealings with the Soviet 
Union and China. Those negotiations, 
he said, “ are dictated by reality.”

Good New Days 


It is a soothing part of human 
nature to remember the better 
things about yesterday and dim 
the memory of those which 
were not quite so pleasant. The 
tranquilizing effect of time 
could not be dispensed with, but 


it can operate to distort pers­ 
pectives. 


Perhaps that is why people 
tend to recall a period of “good 
old days” when life was less 
hectic and things and partici­ 
pants both seemed to perform 
better than they do today.

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they have thought this through. . .They 
have precious little support in the 
Indian 
community. 
Most of their 
support has come from outside the 
reservation, from such white liberal 
groups as the National Council of 
Churches.” In Harrison’s view, the 
m ilitants “launched a faddish thing. 
They 
used the right words: 
‘op­ 
pression,’ ‘racism,* and poverty.* ” 


Harrison explains that the takeover 
was precipitated by a dissident faction 
within the Oglala Sioux tribe which, 
failing (by a 14-0 vote) to impeach 
tribal chief Richard Wilson, chose to 
dram atize 
its case 
by 
occupying 
Wounded Knee. At this point the 
leaders of the m ilitant American In­ 
dian M ovement joined the dispute. 
“Russell M eans,” noted Harrison, “is 
the only leader who is an Oglala Sioux 
and he never lived on the Pine Ridge 
Reservation. It wouldn’t be so bad if 
any of them had ever done anything 
constructive for their own tribes.” 


To be sure, the occupying m ilitants 
provided plenty of thrills for the 
liberals at the National Council of 
Churches, gave Marion Brando an 
opportunity to let his considerable ego 
hand out all over the place, and af­ 
forded the subject of m iles of video 
tape. This, indeed, may suggest the 
actual constituency served by the 
m ilitants. 


Where the residents of the reser­ 
vation are concerned, however, the 
ba lance sheet looks a little different. 
Sixty-five Indian families, Harrison 
noted, were thrown out of their homes; 
schools w ere disrupted; the entire 
episode cost the Oglala tribe some 
quarter 
of 
a 
million 
dollars 
in 
dam ages, interrupted projects, and 
other expeases. “No one wanted the 
renegades shot,” observes Harrison, 
“but they were disturbed that the 
government had turned its back on the 
problems that the takeover had caused 
the R eservation.” For a while, he said, 
the g o v ern m en t even offered to 
provide food to the occupants of 
Wounded Knee, “but they m ade no 
sim ilar offer to the 65 families who had 
been evicted. They had to depend on 
the Red Cross. . .With these kinds of 
disruptions arni with people claiming 
that tribal government is corrupt, 
trib al 
so v ereig n ty 
itself 
is 
threatened.” 


There you have it. The soft-on- 
m ilitants policy of tlx* Nixon Ad­ 
m inistration is, in actuality, anti- 
Indian—just as the soft-on-campus- 
mi 11 ta lits policy of the liberal college 
adm inistrators of the 1960s was really 
anti-student. Len G arm ent is a good 
lawyer, a talented m usician and a nice 
guy. 
But 
where 
the handling 
of 
m ilitants is concerned, forget it.

From the tim e our boy was an infant 
he would hold his breath until he was 
absolutely blue. For a long time we 
thought this was a tem per tantrum . He 
is now 4 years old. How long can we 
expect this to continue? 
Mr. and Mrs. J.H.W ., Kan. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. W.: 
There is no doubt that this terrifying 
habit, som etim es accompanied 
by 
fainting, can be attributed to a child 
whose tem per is triggered by frustra­ 
tion, deprivation or punishment. 
It may be entirely psychological in 
origin, but after this long period of 
time your son should have a complete 
medical and neurological examination 
to rule out conditions that resem ble 
tem per tantrum s. 
I do not m ean to induce in you any 
undue anxiety when I suggest that 
some cases of so-called “breath-hold­ 
ing tem per tantrum s” are finally 
found to be caused by a mild unsus­ 
pected form of epilepsy. 
This, when discovered, can be kept 
in complete control. There are other 
conditions such as severe anem ia, 
chemical im balance, and hormone dis­ 
turbances which may be responsible 
for that which is considered a tem per 
tantrum .

swallow a pill the size of a sm all pea. 


I never could reconcile this with the 
fact that these sam e people can sw al­ 
low a chunk of steak alm ost one inch 
square. Yet I do know that it occurs. 
Very recently, I cam e across a sug­ 
gestion by Dr. William B. Robey, of 
Phoenix, Ariz., that m ay be helpful to 
you. 


Dr. Robey says, “I tell my patient to 
try this old but forgotten way to sw al­ 
low a pill. I suggest that he take a sip of 
w ater and hold it in his mouth. Then he 
is to tilt his head back as though to 
gargle the water, and then drop the pill 
on top of the water. When the w ater is 
swallowed the pill easily slides down.” 
If this and other suggestions don’t 
work, you will find that almost all 
m edications can be obtained in liquid 
form. 


I feel so foolish when I tell a doctor I 
cannot swallow a pill. Does anyone 
have a suggestion for a 53-year-old 
baby?

Through this tube it is possible to study 
minute areas and even take photo­ 
graphs of tissue hidden in recessed 
areas.Tissue can also be removed for 
microscopic study.

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NEW YORK (A P) - A tragedy of 
the securities industry, where red ink 
is spreading and layoffs are rising, is 
that it probably could be in the m idst of 
a golden age if it had only m ade the 
proper moves. 
But apparently it didn’t, and the 
prices of stocks are depressed and 
corporations 
are 
concerned 
about 
future financing and individual in­ 
vestors are conserving their money in 
bonds and banks and real estate. 
Where it went wrong is now the 
subject of in-depth studies, but it 
seems fair to state that: 
—Individual 
investors 
lost 
their 
confidence not so much in stocks as in 
those who sold them the stocks, and 
they may not re-enter the m arket until 
the securities industry clears up its 
own affairs. 
-In-fighting continues among the 
various institutions that are to be part 
of the new central m arket place. And 
now the industry has reversed itself 
and seeks higher, not lower, com ­ 
missions. 
—They feel that investm ents in no- 
risk or sm all-risk securities, such as 
government 
and 
corporate 
bonds, 
which now pay relatively high rates, 
are preferable to the uncertainties of a 
volatile stock m arket. 
And so, at the very time that more 
Americans than ever before have 
money to invest, and at the very time 
that corporate profits are at their 
highest in several years, stock prices 
are badly depressed. 
One reason is the absence of the 
individual in v esto r, bothered by 
m em o ries of p ast sca n d als and 
inadequacies, by “unfair” competition 
from huge institutions, by fear of 
broker stability, by commission uncer­ 
tainties, by regulatory problems ... 
You can draw up your own list, and 
probably you would have to include 
what the pollsters claim and what the 
pros at first denied, that there is per­ 
vasive uncertainty in the country that 
dem oralizes investors. 
As a result of some or all of these 


reasons, much of the recent activity in 
the m arket has been by institutions, 
such as mutual and pension funds, 
which really have little choice but to 
invest. 


And add to the active institutions the 
corporations them selves, the com ­ 
panies 
whose 
shares 
are 
traded. 
Scores of them have been grabbing up 
their own shares at what they m ust 
feel are bargain prices, and they 
probably are. 


Standard & Poor’s Corp. reports that 
of the 1,495 com panies whose stocks 
are listed on the New York Stock E x­ 
change, 190 reported in April alone 
that they had increased holdings of 
their own shares in the first quarter. 
Another group also has been active, 
as usual, and that is the insiders, or the 
officers and directors of corporations. 
Some well known companies are more 
than 50 per cent owned by their own 
executives and directors.

Shows Women 


Prefer Navy 


A Department of Defense task force 
study on the growing role of women in 
the military shows that young civilian 
women rank the Navy first among the 
services. 
Of 720 single working girls, high 
school seniors and junior college 
students surveyed, about 37 per cent 
indicated that if they were to select a 
military service, the Navy would be 
their first choice. One out of eight 
women interviewed was a potential 
enlistee. 
The stidy was based, in part, on the 
Defense Department’s plans to in­ 
crease greatly the number of women, 
both officer and enlisted, in the 
uniform by mid-1958. By that time, it’s 
anticipated that the Navy will double 
the present number of women line 
officers on duty and increase, by about 
50 per cent, current numbers of 
enlisted women. 
In addition, while approximately 84 
per cent of enlisted Navy women have 
been assigned 
administrative and 
medical jobs in the past, projections 
are that less than half of the women 
entering the Navy from mid-1973 to 
mid-1974 will be trained for assign­ 
ments in those fields.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP I — The last 
two of the six defendants charged in 
the robberty-slaying of an Xavier 
University freshman last November 
were convicted Wednesday.

To pinpoint what the difference is, 
consider a quart of both 3.2 beer and of 
high-powered beer. In a quart of 3.2 
beer, an 18-year-old may legally drink 
a fraction under one ounce of alcohol, 
mathematically .96 ounce. 
In a quart of high-powered beer, the 
youth will take in 1.08 ounces of 
alcohol. 
A shot of whisky runs about an 
ounce, depending on the bar, but an 
ounce of IOO proof whisky would 
contain only a half-ounce of alcohol. 
Most whisky is 86 proof, which means 
an ounce would contain less than a half 
ounce of alcohol. 
Which means, in turn, that a youth 
could have two bar highballs and take 
in no more alcohol than in a quart of 3.2 
beer.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The Federal 
Reserve Board has moved to cool the 
nation’s economy by tightening the 
supply of money member banks have 
available for business loans. 
The board Wednesday ordered 
member banks to raise their reserves 
from 5 to 8 per cent on the amount of 
increase in their large outstanding 
certificates of deposit. The action 
takes effect June 7. 
Banks issue certificates of deposit in 
exchange for money deposited for 
specified periods of time. Higher in­ 
terest is paid on the certificates than 
on regular savings accounts. 
Certificates are a major source of 
funds that banks acquire and lend to 
businesses at higher interest rates. 
By the 
increased reserve 
re­ 
quirements, the board 
is forcing 
member banks to set aside a greater 
percentage of their new funds. 
If a bank had $20 million outstanding 
in deposit certificates in the week 
ended May 16 and increased that 
amount to $25 million, that additional 
$5 million would be subjected to the 8 
per cent reserve requirement. 
Under the new directive, the bank 
would lie forced to set aside $400,000 in 
reserves, rather than the $250,000 
under the old regulation. This would 
withhold $150,000 that, in the absence

—There was political pressure 
applied to the defendants in the 
Watergate trial to plead guilty and 
remain silent. 
—Perjury occurred during the trial. 
—Others involved in the Watergate 
operation were not identified during 
the trial, when they could have teen by 
those testifying. 
Irater the same day, March 23, 
McCord met with investigators for the 
special Senate Watergate committee. 
Ile talked about point three: He’d teen 
told that John N. Mitchell, Jeb S. 
Magruder and John W. Dean III 
planned Watergate with G. Gordon 
Iiiddy, his codefendant in the trial. 
Another time he talked of point one: 
The Committee for the Re-election of 
the 
President promised money; 
presidential aides promised clemency 
in return for stony silence. 
And to lawyers in civil suits McCord 


talked of point 2: Jeb Magruder lied, 
he said. 
McCord’s testimony was so sen­ 
sational

leaked

Mexico and have now settled in Ap­ 
palachia. 
The Turpins first arrived in the 
Upper Cumberlands in 1900, and the 
first crew worked from a borrowed 
station wagon, holding clinics under 


trees, beside buildings or anywhere 
possible.

Today’s televised Senate 
hearings on the Watergate 
scandal were in no way 
limited to U.S. viewers who 
could see them on public 
television or on any of the 
three commercial networks. 
Because of the satellite, it 
was theoretically possible for 
most of the world to plug into 
the show and see it live. 
Nobody did, but news 
teams from at least two 
major nations planned to 
b r o a d c a s t 
s ame - da y 
television pictures of the pro­ 
ceedings, which also were 
being covered by Fluropean 
and Asian radio reporters. 
The drill called for video­ 
taped highlights of today’s 
hearing before the Senate Se­ 
lect Committee to be sent by 
satellite to England and 
Japan, in addition to the radio 
reports filed overseas.

Before the start of the 
Watergate hearings,

Gallery said it had received 
13 requests from foreign

F^uropean—for 
permission to cover the hear­ 
ings. 
However, it wasn’t imme­ 
diately known how many ac­ 
tually showed up and were 
accredited. Fifty broadcast 
journalists had sought ac­ 
creditation for the hearings, a 
gallery spokesman said. 
Four stationary television 
cameras were set up to 
provide the pool pictures of 
today’s opening 
session, 
according to Peter Hively, 
manager of television news 
coverage

Washington. 
The Senate’s Watergate 
committee, in setting rules 
for televising or filming the 
hearings, made only one 
restriction, said an aide to 
Sen. Sam F>vin Jr., D-N.C., 
committee chairman. 
He said the committee 
barred the movement of 
cameramen with hand-held 
cameras from around the 
witness table once a witness 
had been seated arid begun 
testifying.

M em orial Hall Dates Back To Early 1890s 


ED ITO R’S NOTE: This is the fourth 
in a series of five articles which outline* 
the history of the Pickaway County 
District Public Library. These articles 
are being presented to commemorate* 
the* 100th anniversary of the library.

Memorial Hall, the huge brick and 
stone structure which stands on the 
southwest corner of Pickaway and 
Main streets, is an historical curiosity 
which has been celebrated, pampered, 
threatened, and fought over for almost 
all of the eight-three years it has 
existed. 


It was built during the years 1890- 
1891 by tlx* Soldier’s Monumental 
Association of Pickaway County at a 
total cost of approximately $36,000. 
Most of this money was donated by the 
city 
of 
Circleville 
with 
the 
un­ 
derstanding that it could lease the 
ground floor of Memorial Hall for 99 
years for use as a library and an ar­ 
mory. 


The building and the property in­ 
volved were to be under the authority 
of the Monumental Association. The 
plans for this building were furnished 
by H. C. Lindsey of Zanesville. 


On the second floor were located an 
assembly hall, a relic room, and the 
lodge room of Groce Post G. A. R. This 
lodge room had walls inlaid with 
marble tablets inscribed with the 
names of soldiers and sailors of 
Pickaway County. 


The third floor contained a dining 


belli, kitchen, and circular balcony 
overlooking 
the 
assembly 
hall. 
Originally, two cannons were located 
on the front lawn of Memorial Hall. 
They had been used on the U. S. 
Gunboat “ General Sherm an.” A 
portrait of Dr. Marcus Brown, a major 
contributor to the library, was proudly 
hung over the fireplace located in the 
corner reading room, (now the Sneek- 
a-Peek Room). 


On September 12, 1892, the public 
library was opened rn the Memorial 
Hall, according to the city’s lease on 
the lower floor. Memorial Hall quickly 
became a major center of community 
activity. The library featured frequent 
displays and programs. The upstairs 
rooms became familiar to the people of 
Circleville as they attended meetings, 
banquets, card parties, and dances. 
The Monumental Association con-

tinued to maintain the hall, but by the 
1940’s, the Association decided that 
they could no longer afford to operate 
it, and they wished to turn this duty 
over to the County Commissioners. 
The commissioners were asked to take 
over 
the expense 
of 
operating 
Memorial Hall around 1941, and they 
refused to do so. For the next twenty- 
seven 
years 
the 
Monumental 
Association continued to urge the 
commissioners 
to 
accept 
the 
responsibility 
of 
maintaining 
Memorial Hall, and the commissioners 
continued to refuse this “ honor” . 


In 1950 it was rumored that the hall 
was unsafe, and had been condemned. 
A thorough (aspection was made by 
state inspectors during that year, and 
they found it to be very sturdy. They 
said it was capable of handling large 
crowds, even on the upper floors. In 
November, 1950, the hall was closed 
for a few (lays because of damage done 
to its roof during a particularly heavy 
snowstorm. 


In 1964 many physical repairs were 
made to the hall and especially to the 
library. At that time, the phone booth 
and parking meters were installed 
outside. In 1966 the county com­ 
missioners decided that the building 
had reached the age where it was not 
worth 
expensive 
repairs, 
and 
discussed plans to raze Memorial Hall 
and acquire the adjacent property to 
construct a new library building At 
that time, Memorial Hall was still 
under the authority of the Monumental 
Association. 


In 1968 the County Commissioners 
initiated action to officially acquire the 
property of Memorial Hall. The 
Soldier’s Monumental Association was 
kept in existence, but the maintenance 
and operation of the hall became the 
duty of the County Commissioners. In 
order to obtain clear title to the 
building, the commissioners had to file 
suit to terminate the 99 years’ lease 
held by the city. There was some 
debate as to whether this suit was still 
binding. In October, 1969, the com­ 
missioners officially 
accepted 
the 
operation of Memorial Hall. 
The library now has full use of the 
lower floor of Memorial Hall, and it 
has been modernized considerably. 
'The rooms used by the library have 
recently been panelled, painted, and 
carpeted. New lights, a new ceiling, 
and new furniture have been added. 
Hie upstairs rooms of Memorial Hall 
are now occupied by PICCA and by the 
Roundtown Players of Pickaway 
County. These rooms have also lx*en 
modernized and 
redecorated. The 
improvements made by the Round- 
town Players to the theatre section of 
the hall are particularly spectacular. 
We may complain about the hall, and 
call it an old, creaky, ugly building, but 
it is full of historical significance. 
When it was built it was described 
as” . . .an ornament to the city, a 
lasting benefit to our people, and a 
memorial to future generations of the 


bravery of our soldiers.” Remember, 
too, that, although it is over eighty- 
three years old, it is still very strong, 
and is used every day by the people of 
Pickaway County.
